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Water, waterevery where, not 

«drop to drink! Today in India, why, 
all over the world this situation prevails 
In fact, there is even speculation that the 
next World War will be for water! Pure 
drinking water is now a rare commodity. 

‘The ubiquitous packaged drinking wi 
tor has now replaced filtered and boiled 

ereven in homes, Excessive pollution 
in water sources like wells lakes and riv- 

ind the scare of water borne diseases 
has led to switching over to bottled 
water. 

How pure is packaged wa- 
ter? Does it really guarantee 
safety? A young team of five 
Gokulam readers visited Sabols, 
water plant at Thodukkadu vil- 
lage near Chennai, to investigate, 
The ‘five investigators’ were ten to 
thirteen year olds, Deviprasad, Avantika, 
Rachna, Madhushri and Adit, 

‘After putting on caps and changing into 
rubber slippers they entered the plant. The 
plant manager explained the processes in- 
volved from the raw water stage to the 
bottling stage. 

‘Water is pumped into a 75,000 litre 
tank from hundred and fifty feet deep 
borewells tis then sent into sand filters 
consisting of sand, gravel and pebbles to 
remove turbidity. Nextitis passed through 
activated carbon filters. This is done to 
deodourise and decolourise the water. 

After this the water enters the pesti- 
cidal polisher. “This isthe only plant in In- 
cia which ensures removal of poisonous 
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pesticides,” pointed out Mr. Selvarangan, 
the plant manager. The children promptly 
asked him about the cola scare in the 
country last year. He assured them that 
this water was free from Malathion and 
DDT. 

‘The next stage is mi- 
cron filtration where 
even minute pollutants 
(five microns) would be 
removed, TheirReverse 
‘Osmosis plant produces 
thousand litres of pure 
water per hour. The 













Water in this area is acidic. So s0- 
dium hydroxide is added to boost the ph 





factor to seven (ISI standards -6,5:8.5) 
‘The water then enters the post filtra- 
tion stage where ultra violet rays are 
passed to disinfect water by killing bac- 
teria, viruses, moulds and yeasts, All the 
(anti corrosive) stainless steel tanks are 
cleaned by using boiling water and deter- 
gents once in fifteen days, Not content 
with UV treatment, an ozone generators 
used for disinfection . This has residual 
cffect andl increases shelf life to six months! 
‘The pure safe drinking water could get 
contaminated while bottling since it is 
handled manually wondered the children

Bubble top cans undergo a eleven wash 
cleaning process in the bottling area which is 
sterile, HEPA air cutters prevent pollutants from 


entering it. The workmen wash hands with 
soap, use gloves, face masks, apron, and rub- 
berslippers before they enter.

which in turn increases the heart rate and blood

In fact, this man does not 
display asingle medal at home today. since 
he has donated them all toa museum. This 
sgreatathlete is none other than the “Flying 
Sikh’, Milkha Singh! 


Mitkha singh, a refugee 
from West Pakistan, lost his 
parents in the partition 
massacres of 1947. He was 
rejected by the army thrice, 
before he joined it in 1952 
ona wage of Rs.10/-, That 
is when he got achance to 
participate in his first ever 
race in an athletic meet! 

Motivated by his coach, 
Havildar Gurudev Singh and 
with rigorous practice, and 
determination he 
managed to 
reach the top. He 
used torun on the 
hills, the sands of the Yamuna river and 
even race the local metre gauge train! He 
ofien vomited blood and collapsed due to 
exhaustion- so intense was his training. 

Itis this training that later earned him 
the sobriquet ‘Flying Sikh’ in 1962, three 
years before the Indo-Pak war. He was 
christened by President Ayub Khan, when 
he defeated Asia's most celebrated athlete, 
‘Abdul Khalig of Pakistan in the 200m race 
atthe Indo Pak duel meet at Lahore. Itis 
said that he did not run the race but flew

Wiiat are monsoons? 





Why do they bring rainfall 
during the same period every 
year? The word monsoon is 
derived from the Arabic word 
*mausim’ meaning season. 
Monsoons are actually air 
currents or winds. When they 
originate in the seas (oceans) 
they carry moisture and blow over to the 
Jand. When their path is obstructed by high 
‘mountains they shed the moisture and that 
is why rainfall occurs. During the 
‘monsoons rainfall usually occurs over a 
large area and over longer period of time. 

Buthow and why are the air currents 
formed? Balachandran uncle, who is the 
Director (Research) at the Indian 
Meteorological Department, Chennai, 
readily agreed to enlighten our young 
readers. 


We already know that seasons are 
caused by the revolution of the earth 
around the sun, The part of the earth, 
‘whichis facing the sun getsthe direct rays 
ofthesunandhas summer, while the other 
part which is away from the sun 
experiences winter. India isin the tropics

inthe northem hemisphere, and 
experiences summer after April 
—May, as the sun moves north 
of the equator, towards India. 
Since the sun's rays directly 
hit our subcontinent during 
summer the land gets heated up. 
We are surrounded by water 
bodies (seas/ocean) which also ge:heated 
up. However, specific heat (rate at which 
different vor land 
and water. So land gets heated quicker 
than water does, Hence the oceans are 
cooler than land even during summer. 








‘Wen the temperature changes, air 
pressurealso changes, Thus when Lind gets 
hotter, the air pressure over land is lower 
than that of the sea, So air currents are 
formed and they will move from the high 
pressure area (water bodies) tothe low 
pressure area (land). As the sun moves 
towards the north, winds (strong air 
currents) blow from the south towards the 
north. Since our southern portion zonsists 
of seas, wind cuties moisture aleng with 
itand we call tthe south west monsoon, 

“Moosture laden winds from the Arabian 
‘Sea move north- 
eastwards and

hit the Western 
Ghats. They 
shed most of 
theirmo stureon 
the windward 
side while very 
little rainfall 
‘occurs beyond 
the ghats 
(leeward side). 








Hence as the Arabian branch of the 
Southwest Monsoon progresses towards 
the north, coastal areas of Kerala, 
Karnataka, Maharashtra and Gujarat 
experience very heavy rainfall of about 
200 t0 250 cms. 

Similarly, the winds blowing towards 
the northeastern states from the Bay of 
Bengal hitthe Himalayas and take aturn 
towards the north and north-eastern 
states. The Bay branch of the monsoons 
is responsible for Cherrapunji being the 
‘weitest place in the world! 


By first of September, the sun starts 
moving back towards the equator. The 
south west monsoon starts receding from 
the extremes of the country. By October, 
the reverse process begins. tis time for 
the North East monsoon, which picks up 
moisture from the Bay of Bengal and sheds 
it over the south eastern parts of the 
country, South Andhra, Tamilnadu and 
Kerala until December. 

So, while kids in Cochin, Bombay or 
Guwahutiare wading hrough sheets of water 
togetto school, screaming- “rain, rain go 
away’ the Chennai kids are looking forthe 
evasiveran clouds inthe sky! Butremember 
Chennaites,yourmonsoons will arive only 
during Diwali andnot now! 


Wiz is there so much talk about 
good monsoons, failure of monsoons, 
excessive rains causing flooding of the 
Brahmaputra, farmers committing suicide, 
politicians losing elections .....? Everyone 
asks the weatherman to predict, and 


sometimes their predictions do go wrong. 
Why? “I gave you a very simplistic 






































explanation to the mystery of the 
monsoons. Actually, itis very complex 
phenomenon affected by a multitude of 
factors. Sometimes if the sub-cloud 
(between land and cloud) temperature is 
‘very high, droplets of rain may evaporate 
and there will be no rain, Similarly, 
pollution, deforestation, and sometimes 
‘even minute change of conditions can alter 
the weather”, says Balachandran uncle. 

So, dear children, ultimately, nature 
remains a mystery ! A lot of studies are 
‘being conducted and continuous research. 
is taking place all over the world to 
discover the secrets of nature. Kids, we 
do hope that some of you will in the future 
unravel the mysteries of nature! We, at 
Gokullam, will wait for the day when you 
‘write and tell usall about it!
